13 his entire life, being one of seven children, until his tragic

14 death resulting from a motor vehicle accident in 1994; and

15 WHEREAS, Chan Whitt Jr. traveled the world over, playing in

16 national and international billiards tournaments, including a

17 tournament he played and won in Japan; and

18 WHEREAS, Chan Whitt Jr. was featured in several magazines and

19 gave a billiards exhibition at The Greenbrier Hotel in White

20 Sulphur Springs; and

21 WHEREAS, Chan Whitt Jr. was a television celebrity, appearing

22 on ESPN, the Today Show, PM Magazine, Good Morning America, Sports

23 World and That’s Incredible; and

24 WHEREAS, Chan Whitt Jr. put the little town of Caldwell, West

25 Virginia, on the map with his enormous talent and his many travels;

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1 WHEREAS, It is fitting to honor Chan Whitt Jr., not only for

2 his stellar talents but for the recognition he brought to the

3 little town of Caldwell, Greenbrier County, and the State of West

4 Virginia; therefore, be it

7 to have made and be placed a sign under the community of Caldwell

8 sign on Route 60, at mile marker 165 east bound, and another sign
